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ADDITIONAL COMMENTS 

  

1. This inspection was performed to collect soil samples from the septage land application field.  A check was 

received for payment to the NCDA & CS. 

2. Inspection of Field #1: 

 Proper signage was located at the entrance to the field. 

 The application limits were clearly marked with orange posts. 

 No evidence of runoff or application outside the approved area was observed. 

 The application field had a good stand of vegetation. 

 No evidence of rutting was observed. 

 It appeared that the required setbacks were being maintained. 

 Please ensure that septage is applied with a thin, even application to ensure there is no ponding or 

damage to vegetation. 

 A very thick deposit of septage was observed 145.5-feet from the entrance to the field.  This area should 

be raked up and spread out to prevent damage to vegetation. 

 

3. Inspection of Field #2: 

 Proper signage was located at the entrance to the field. 

 The application boundaries were marked with orange posts.  The installation of additional markers 

discussed during the previous inspection had not yet occurred. Mr. Coderre explained that the materials 

had been obtained, but time had not allowed for installation of the markers.  The additional markers 

should be installed in the near future.   

 No evidence of runoff or application outside the approved area was observed. 

 No evidence of rutting was observed. 

 It appeared that the required setbacks were being maintained. 

 As noted for Field #1, please ensure that septage is applied with a thin, even application to ensure there 

in no ponding or damage to vegetation.  It appeared that application of septage near the graveyard to the 

east was too heavy.  Vegetation was laid over and some portions completely covered.  Adjust application 

rates as necessary. 

 

4. Inspection of Field #3: 

 Proper signage was located at the entrance to the field. 

 A gate is located at the entrance to the site to prevent unauthorized access. 

 It did not appear that the field had been used in quite some time.  Mr. Coderre stated that he did not 

believe the field had been used in 2013. 

 No evidence of runoff or application outside the approved area was observed 

 No evidence of rutting was observed. 

 It appeared that required setbacks were being maintained. 

 As noted for Field #2, the installation of additional markers discussed during the previous inspection had 

not yet occurred.  Mr. Coderre explained that the materials had been obtained, but time had not allowed 

for installation of the markers.  The additional markers should be installed in the near future.
